That  everv 
refiner  of  sugar,  who  shall  be  such  iramediate-

ship  or  vessel,  wherein  the  same  shall  have 
heed  laden  for  exportation,  unless  the  voyage 
shall  not  be  proceeded  on,  or  shall  be  altered 
as  aforesaid,  or  unless  in  case  of  necessity  or 
distress  to  save  the  ship  and  goods  from  per- 
ishing, which  shall  be  immediatelv  niaile 
known  to  the  principal  officer  of  the  customs 
residing  at  the  port  nearest  to  which  such  ship 
or  vessel  shall  be  at  the  time  such  necessity 
or  distress  shall  arise ; then  not  only  the  su- 
gar so  unshipped,  together  with  the  casks, 
vessels  and  cases  containing  the  same,  but  al- 
so the  ship  or  vessel,  in  or  on  board  of  which 
the  same  shall  have  been  so  shipped  or  laden, 
together  with  the  guns,  furniture,  ammunition, 
tackle  and  apparel,  and  also  the  ship,  vessel, 
or  boat  into  which  the  said  sugar  shall  be  un- 
shipped or  put,  after  the  unshipping  thereof, 
logeiher  with  her  guns,  furniture,  ammunition, 
tackle  and  apparel,  shall  be  forfeited,  and  may 
be  seized  by  any  officer  of  tlie  customs  or  of 
inspection. 

Sec.  13.  .And  be  it  Jurther  enacted.  That  the 
bond  to  be  given  as  aforesaid,  shall,  and  may 
be  discharged,  by  producing  within  one  year 
from  its  date  (if  the  same  shall  be  shipped  to 
any  part  of  Europe  or  America,  and  within 
two  years,  if  shipped  to  any  part  of  .Asia  and 
Africa  ; and  if  the  delivery  of  tlie  sugar,  in  res- 
pect to  which  the  same  shall  have  been  given, 
be  at  any  place  where  a consul  or  other  agent 
of  the  United  States  resides)  a certificate  of 
such  consul  or  agent,  or  if  there  be  no  consul 
or  agent,  then  a certificate  of  any  two  known 
and  reputable  American  merchants,  residing 
at  the  sa'd  place,  and  it  there  be  not  two  such 
merchants,  testifying  the  delivery  of  the  said 
place,  tlien  a certificate  of  any  other  two  re- 
putable merchants,  testify  the  delivery  of  the 
said  sugar  at  the  said  place,  which  certificate 
shall  in  each  case  be  confiimed  by  the  oath  or 
affirmation  of  the  master  or  mate  or  other  like 
officer  of  the  vessel  in  which  the  said  sugar 
-hall  have  been  exported,  and  when  such  certi- 
ficate shall  be  from  any  other  than  a consul  or 
agent,  or  merchant  of  tlie  United  States,  it 
shall  be  a part  of  the  said  oath  or  affirmation, 
that  there  were  not,  upon  deligent  enquiry,  to 
b found  two  merchants  of  the  U Slates  at  the 
.aid  place  : Pruvuled  always.  That  in  case  of 
'ieatli,  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  party  dy 
:ng  shall  not  be  deemed  neces.ssry : .And provi- 
(led further.  That  the  said  oath  or  affirmation, 
taken  before  the  6heif  civil  magistrate  of  the 
place  of  the  said  delivery,  and  certified  under 
lus  hand  and  seal,  shall  be  of  the  same  validi- 
t\  as  if  taken  before  a person  qualified  to  ad- 
minister oaths  within  the  United  States ; or 
such  bonds  shall  and  may  be  dischargtd  upon 
proof  that  the  8ugar  so  exported  was  taken  by 
enemies,  or  perished  in  the  sea,  or  destroyed 
by  fire : the  examination  and  proof  of  the  same 
being  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  collector  of 
the  customs,  naval  officer,  and  chief  officer  of 
inspection,  or  any  two  of  them,  of  the  place 
from  which  such  sugar  shall  h'ave  been  exported. 
.And  in  cases  where  tlie  certificates  herein  di 
reeled  cannot  be  obtained,  the  exporter  or  ex 
porters  of  such  sugar  shall  nevertheless  he  per- 
mitted to  offer  sucli  other  proof  as  lo  the  de- 
livery of  the  said  sugar,  without  the  limits  of 
the  United  States  as  he  or  they  may  have ; and 
if  the  same  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  by  the 
said  collector,  he  shall  allow  the  same,  ex- 
cept when  the  drawback  to  be  allowed  sliall 
amount  to  oi.e  hundred  dollars  or  upwards  ; 
in  all  which  cases  Uie  proof  aforesaid  shall  be 
final. 

Sec.  14  -And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  col  lectors  aforesaid,  in 
their  respective  districts,  and  they  are  hereby 
atlionsed  to  collect  the  duties  imposed  by  this 
act.  and  prosecute  for  the  recovery  of  the 
same,  and  for  the  recovery  of  any  sum  or  sums 
which  may  be  forleited  hy  virtue  of  this  act.— 
And  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  which 
shall  be  incurred  by  force  of  this  act,  shall  & 
may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  name  of 
the  U.  States,  or  of  the  collector  aforesaid, 
within  whose  district  any  such  fine,  penally  or 
forfeiture  shall  have  been  incurred,  by  bill, 
plaint  or  information  ; one  moiety  thereof  to 
the  United  States,  and  the  other  moiety  there- 
of to  the  nse  of  the  person  who,  if  a collector, 
shall  first  di.scover,  if  other  than  a collector, 
shall  first  inform  of  the  cause,  matter  or  thing 
whereby  any  such  fine,  penaltv  or  forfeiture 
shall  have  incurred  ; and  where  the  cause  of  ac- 
tion or  complaint  shall  arise  or  accrue  more 
than  fifty  miles  distant  from  the  nearest  place 
by  law  established  lor  the  holding  of  a district 
court  within  the  district  in  which  the  same 
shall  arise  or  accrue,  which  suit  and  recovery 


■ct  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  terinina 
lion  ot  the  war  in  which  the  United  [States j 
are  now  engaged  with  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  the  depemleii- 
cies  thereof,  and  for  one  year  iherealter,  and  no 
longer.  .

[The  following  communication  for  the  Argus 
was  delivered  to  the  Edi'or  the  other  day  hy 
a little  boy,  who  said  he  found  it  hear  the 
Poor  House.  The  seals  had  been  broken,  iho 
paper  wet,  and  tlie  writing  almost  illegible. 
Having  bel  li  much  gratified  with  tlie  Indian 
talk  it  contains,  we  cann"t  refrain  linni  lay- 
ing it  before  our  readers.  It  was  given  ver- 
batim fiom  the  original,  as  well  as  we  could 
decypher  it.j— Via,  Anous. 

Extract  cf  a letter  from  the  . 

“ In  passing  home  through  the  CrccTc 
wilderness  or  wood,  from  New  Orleans, 
we  came  across  a number  of  Indians  of 
that  nation,  who  were  then  on  their  way 
from  a General  Council  which  was  con- 
vened by  the  Warriors  and  Head  Men  to 
consult  on  the  propriety  of  punishing  those 
young  men  of  their  nation  who  had  been 
across  into  Canada  (invited  thers  to  par- 
take of  a war  convention  at  Malden.)  and 
who  on  their  return  home  to  the  South 
had  murdered  several  white  families,  ( A- 
mericans;  men,  women  and  children  on 
the  Ohio  river — I was  curicnis  to  learn 
the  result,  and  finding  some  very  intelli- 
gent Indians  of  the  party  who  spoke  my 
language,  (they  having  travelled  frequent- 
ly to  Washington  and  other  sea  ports,  and 
having  much  intercourse  with  the  whites) 

I heard  from  them  the  whole  of  what  was 
advanced  by  both  parties  in  the  Indian 
Council  of  the  Creek  nation — which  I 
shall  relate  lo  you  nearly  verbatim — The 
friendly  Creeks  in  debate  advanced,  that 
having  been  in  friendship  many  years 
with  the  Americans,  who  had  used  them 
like  brothers,  it  was  downright  murder  to 
kill  the  peaceable  white  settlers  on  the 
Oliio  river,  who  were  treacherously  des- 
troyed wliilc  tending  their  corn  ; that  the 
blood  ol  the  innocent  women  and  children 
and  fathers  would  rise  up  and  irritate  the 
Great  Spirit  above,  and  unless  the  mur- 
derers were  punished,  the  Good  spirit 
would  destroy  their  nation  by  war,  pesti- 
lence or  famine  ; and  besides  that  the  A- 
merican  nation,  although  a peaceable  re- 
ligious people,  were  very  numerous  and 
powerful,  and  if  they  were  not  pacified, 
would,  if  they  tvere  to  stretch  out  their 
arm, [whicli  was  very  long,  reaching  from 
Canada  lo  South  America,)  either  take 
Teageaiice  on  the  Creek  nation  by  rutting 
them  to  death,  or  driving  them  over  the 
Mississippi,  among  savage  and  strange 
tribes,  where  they  would  all  be  con- 
sumed— That  the  Americans  were  now 
anxious  to  preserve  peace — that  several 
of  their  old  chieftains  then  present,  and 
indeed  most  of  the  Indian  Warriors  then 
sitting  in  Council,  knew  that  live  Ameri- 
cans were  a remarkable  people,  being  a 
hand  of  brothers,  governed  by  their  own 
wise  men,  chosen  every  few  years  by  them- 
selves— and  not  like  in  the  old  country,  a- 
cross  the  big  water,  governed  by  kings  U 
nobles,  who  always  had  and  kept  their  peo- 
ple at  war  ; striving  with  otner  nations 
who  should  have  all  the  world— That  to 
avoid  war,  the  Americans  had,  to  their 
konwledge,  put  up  with  many  insults  and 
robi  .cries  lor  many  years  past,  committed 
by  liic  great  kings  and  nobles  tiom  toihcr 
side  the  big  waters — had  sent  ambass- 
adors over  to  make  up  matters  evei  y year 
to  no  purpose  ; and  had  now  retaliated  on 
the  servants  of  the  great  king  hy  making 
war  also,  after  all  hopes  of  peace  was 
pttst — snd  now  for  the  Creek  nation  to  join 
in  such  a war  against  their  peaceable 
neighbours,  to  murder  their  women  'and 
children  and  old  men,  at  the  request  of 
the  servants  of  the  great  king  in  Canada, 
would  be  unjust  and  would  offend  the 
Great  ‘Spirit  : that  therefore  to  prevent 
the  ruin  of  the  Creek  nation,  to  appease 
the  ./7merican  people,  and  satisfy  the  laws 
of  the  Good  -Spirit,  which  demands  blood  ; 
this  great  council  of  warriors  and  wise 
men  should  order  the  young  Indians  of 
their  nation,  who  had  on  their  return  fiom 
Canada,  murdered  the  white  farmers  and 
settlers  and  their  women  and  children  on 
the  Ohio  ; to  be  punished  with  death. 

The"  speakers  on  the  other  side  observ- 
ed, that  they  had  taken  a great  deal  of 
trouble  to  obtain  information  both  of  the 
Americans  and  also  of  the  English  in  Can- 
ada, and  ackjiowledgfd  all  to  he  true  that 
had  been  advanced  of  the  peaceable  cha- 
racter of  the  -Americans — that  they  had 
also  conversed  with  Americans  in  Cana- 
da, who  sitled  with  the  English,  they  too 
had  confirmed  it — hut  from  all  sides  as' 
far  as  they  could  get  any  knowledge  of 
the  subject,  they  had  been  able  to  obtain 
every  proof  of  the  meanness  of  the  A- 
rncrican  government  and  people,  in  put- 
ting up  with  every  insult  for  many  years 
from  the  great  king  and  his  servants— 
that  they  had  for  years  suffered  near  a 
tliousand  big  lioats  and  cargoes  lo  he  stq,- 
len  and  carried  off  in  time  of  peace  j>y 
the  English  ; and  many  thousands  of  their 
brethren  on  Ih.c  sea  to  he  also  stolc/t  from 


^'uiers  of  their  boat**  aii»l  can  icil  into 
'oaptivily,  into  boiulaj'e,  to  work  and  fis'hf 
in  their  kii.i,’s  big  boatt,  that  tlicre  tlicy 
were  wliippecl  ami  iloggdQ  like  doer's  by  | 
the  great  king’s  'berfants  tirrl  cCtikl  r.ot| 
get  away  lor  a dozen  years,  to  visit  their 
women  and  children  and  their  native 
land — they  were  called  damned  Yankee 
rarcals  t>nd^ut  to  death  for  the  least  of- 
fence : and  now  compelled  to  tight  a- 
gainlt  their  ovrti  country — that  the  great 
king  had  long  given  orders  for  every  A- 
ineri'cah  shir  and  cargo  to  come  into  his 
ports  and  pay  a duly  for  liberty  to  go  out 
and  trade  on  the  great  waters — that  hei 
was  determined  not  to  quit  the  practice  | 
of  stealing  the  American  sailors,  as  he 
declared  he, must  have  men  for  his  nu-[ 
merlatis  bi^'  boats — that  he  would  not  re-' 
turn  those  he  had  takeh,  nor  the  thousand  I 
ships  and  cargoes — hut  had  sent  out  liisj 
bervanisand  warriors  in  his  big  boats  with  i 
orders  to  Sink,  burn  and  destroy,  and  also 
land  and  plunder  the  people  on  the  bay 
and  rivers  ; till  the  Americans  consented 
to  obey  the  great  king  and  his  servants, 
consented  to  allow  of  the  tribute,  of  the 
bondage  and  futufe  robbery  of  their  sai- 
lors, and  every  tiling  else,  of  course  the 
great  king  Ordered  in  his  future  councils. 
That  the  American  governn'.cht  had 
pocketed  all  these  insults  and  robberies 
for  many  years,  only  remonstrated — being 
afraid  of  the  great  king  and  his  warriors, 
they  would  not  defend  their  brethren  ; 
however  at  last  when  the  great  king’s 
servants  repeatedly  declared  that  no  stop 
■would  be  put  to  the  king’s  plundering 
orders — they  were  in  self-defence,  (see- 
ing all  in  danger)  compelled  to  retaliate 
on  the  great  king  and  his  servants  by 
waging  war  also — and  what  sliows  the 
abject  character  of  this  people  is  that 
when  it  was  put  to  vote  in  their  national 
'flouncil,  about  a third  of  both  houses 
have  declared  their  desire  to  submit  to 
(ill  the  great  king  had  done  or  would  do; 
iuid  would  not  Venture  to  retaliate  on  him, 
and  declared  it  useless  -and  unjust  ; and 
several  of  the  E.  Stales  have  determined 
not  to  go  to  the  expense  ol  meddling  in 
the  war  to  defend  their  nation  against  the 
rapine  and  plunder  of  the  servants  of  the 
old  king — saying  that  in  time  of  war 
they  would  he  deprived  of  getting  their 
usual  supply  of  molasses  and  cod-fish  ; 
and  some  were  afraid  it  would  injure  their 
profits  of  trading  in  blankets  and  toys, 
they  used  to  purchase  of  the  subjects  of 
the  old  king,  which  they  valued  higher 
than  the  liberty  and  lives  of  their  bre-, 
thren,  or  the  property  of  their  fellow-ci-i 
tizens  on  the  sea.  ilow  after  such  a 
st'dtement,  which  you  all  know  to  be  a 
true  one,  will  any  one  ot  the  brave  war-' 
riors  of  this  independent  Creek  nation, 
flow  in  council,  vote  for  taking  away  the 
life  of  any  of  his  brave  brethren,  to  ap- 
pease such  an  abject,  mean,  degraded 
people  as  the  Americans  for  the  loss  of 
some  of  their  old  squaws,  children  o 
men.  A people  who  have  allowed  fori 
years  a foreign  nation  ’o  steal  away  their  j 
brethren,  and  use  them  worse  than  dogs 
in  bondage,  who  have  suft’ered  themselves 
to  be  stolen  in  lime  of  peace,  by  pirates, 
and  near  one  thousand  of  their  big  boats 
and  cargoe  s,  allowed  the  murder  of  their 
bi others  and  friends,  and  who  after  many 
years  of  such  treatment,  after  all  hope 
of  redress  is  at  an  end,  after  treaties  are 
made  and  then  intmediately  broke,  after 
all  these  things,  near  two  thirds  of  their 
'Congress  and  the  f*resident  declare  for 
retaliation  or  war,  a very  great  proportion 
of  their  rulers  and  people  will  not  assist — 
but  rather  sp<'ak  well  of  the  great  king 
and  his  servants,  and  wish  to  submit  to 
him  and  abuse  their  own  government  — 
Ought  we  to  compare  our  honest  patriot- 
ic Creek  warriors  and  people  to  such 
base,  servile  .\mericans ; ought  we  to 
punish  the.  Creeks  for  killing  these  base 
people  ? Kather  let  us  join  with  the 
Canada  warriors,  servants  of  the  great 
king,  and  subdue  these  timid  servile  A- 
mericans,  who  prefer  submission  to  brave- 
ly defending  their  country — and  who 
of  course  do  not  deserve  to  be  free  and 
independent,  or  to  be  treated  like  men, 
but  only  as  slaves  Could  this  Creek  na- 
tion allow  any  other  people  to  steal  away 
our  brethern  into  bondage  to  be  whipt  like 
dogs  ; our  property  to  be  stolen,  and  not 
join  our  government  to  a man  in  getting 
redress  and  revenge  wljen  they  should 
Once'iTiakc  the  determination  ? 

“ The  other  party  then  in  reply  answer- 
'6(1,  that  what  had  been  advanced  was  too 
true — biu  since  the  misled  of  the  .■Ame- 
rican people  had  time  to  think  for  them- 
selves, they  had  at  their  elections  confirm- 
ed the  determination  ef  their  great  Coun- 
cil and  President  to  defend  and  retaliate 
or  make  war  till  they  got  redress — and 
that  every  day  as  true  information  got 
among  the  people,  they  tvere  getting 
more  unanimous — that  there  were  many 
of  the  subjects  and  servants  of  the  old 
king  come  over  the  big  water  and  were 
living  among  the  .Americans  to  trade  with 
them,  a nd  to  mislead  them,  and  .hey  were 
ver\  dinning  fellows,  and  had  been  sent 
to  (lividethe  people — and  had  published 
daily  many  krtful  talks  "in  their  newspa- 
pers, which  were  also  under  pay  of  the 
great  king,  to  poison  the  minds  of  the 
Americans  against  their  own  governmchti 
and  to  paint  the  old  king  as  a very  honest! 
and  religious  man,  wishing  “ no  enurtitial 
injury  to  any," — that  very  likely  many  bad 
Americans  were  purcliased  \\V.e.  Jrnotd, 
in  the  last  war,  to  help  the  old  king  to 
bring  back  his  old  colonies — that  also 
there  were  many  aihbiiioiis  Americans 
anxious  to  have  their  present  free  gov- 
ernment overset,  to  copy  the  old  king’s 
government  of  nobles.  That  all  these 
and  tl.e  'ries  of  the  last  war  were 
united,  but  the  great  body  of  the 


;tn;elicaiis  were  i.onesf,  brave  J.iui'trui  to 
tlicir  rtvuiitty  t and  woiiltl  prove’o  the  fi  ai- 
tors  Pc  '.o  the  old  king,  that  -although  they 
were  religiously  fond  of  peace,  and  after  a 
thirty  years  peace  'hat  though  all  their 
warriors  were  either  old  or  dead,  yet  they 
were  determined  to  teach  their  sons  the 
art  of  war,  and  would  defend  their  liber- 
ties and  their  property— that  the  great 
king’s  warriors,  being  always  at  war, 
might  the  first  year  have  the  advantage, 
owing  to  their  experienced  veteran  troops, 
but  that  the  bravery  of  the  Americans 
would,  with  practice,  overcome  all  their 
enemies  as  in  last  war — that  already  the 
great  boats  of  tlie  king  were  always  beaten 
by  them,  although  commanded  by  expe- 
rienced warriors — and  finally,  the  charac- 
ter of  the  Americans,  though  traduced  and 
vilified,  would  appear  in  a few  years  to 
great  advantage — and  their  enemies  and 
the  world  have  to  do  them  justice  in  fu- 
ture, as  they  would  become  also  a warlike 
and  an  armed  and  a powerful  people — he 
would,  therfbre,  vote  to  save  tlie  honor  of 
the  Creek  nation,  by  continuing  at  peace 
with  the  Americans — and  therefore,  have 
the  murderers  of  the  whites  punished  with 
death. 

This  determination  was  agreed  on  by 
the  Council,  and  since  that  these  warriors 
who  had  murdered  the  arhites  on  the  Ohio, 
were  shot — .After  that  the  party  of  the  un- 
friendly Indians  have  increased,  and  have 
revenged  their  deaths  by  killing  some  of 
the  opposite  party — and  war  has  com- 
mencccl  between  that  divided  nation — the 
friendly  ones  have  called  on  the  Ameri- 
cans for  protection,  proving  to  be  the 
weaker  parly.’’ 


Tllk  PRINCE  IlEGEN  F’S  SPEECH. 

“ I regret  the  continuance  of  the  war  with 
the  United  States  of  America” 

“ My  desire  to  establish  between  the  two 
countries  those  friendly  relations  so  important 
to  their  mtuual  interests,  continues  unnbated, 
but  I cannot  consentto  purchase  the  restora- 
tion of  peace  by  any  sacrifice  of  the  maritime 
rights  of  the  Rritisb  Empire.’ 

This  flimsy  pretext  is  to  gull  the  peo- 
ple of  England  into  a belief  that  he  can- 
not be  at  peace  with  .America,  without 
some  sacrifice  of  the  maritime  rights  of 
Greai  Britain,  and  thereby  engage  them 
to  co-operate  in  a vigorous  prosecution  of 
the  war  Unhappy  people,  to  be  govern- 
ed by  a prince  that  can  thus  resort  to  the 
most  uiiV/arraiitable  deception  and  bare- 
faced falsehood,  to  procure  their  support 
in  the  unrighteous  war  he  Is  waging  a- 
gainst  .America  ! What  rights  do  we  ask 
him  to  surrender  ? None.  What  do  we 
ask,  to  be  at  peace  with  England  ? Noth- 
ing but  that  she  cease  to  rob  us  of  our 
property  on  the  ocean,  the  common  high- 
way of  nations,  in  the  prosecution  of  a fair, 
legal  commerce  that  has  been  acknow- 
ledged legal  by  all  nations,  from  time  al- 
most immemorial ; and  that  they  cease  to 
enslave  our  citizens,  dragging  them  from 
on  board  our  vessels,  and  compelling 
them  to  fight  her  battles.  Let  her  ce-ase 
from  these  acts  of  lawless  violence  and 
suirage  against  our  citizens  and  com- 
merce ; let  her  restore  our  captive  citi- 
zens tliat  she  holds  in  slavery,  make  re- 
paration for  past  injuries,  and  give  suita- 
ble assurances  for  the  future,  and  there 
will,  on  the  fiart  of  America,  be  no  obsta- 
cle to  a peace. 

.A  fair,  honorable  peace,  to  both  coun- 
tries, is  tlie  object  of  the  war  ; and  when- 
ever that  can  be  obtained,  America  can 
have  no  object  in  a further  prosecution  of 
it. 

We  want  not  the  sacrifice  of  the  small- 
est of  her  rights  to  be  at  peace  with  Great 
Britain  We  want  nothing  but  justice  ; 
that  she  shall  foibarc  to  trample  on  our 
rights,  to  embezzle  our  property,  and  to 
deprive  our  citizens  of  their  liberty.  In 
short,  tve  \vant  nothing  but  what  a due 
sense  of  honor  and  of  justice  would  urge 
her  freely  to  grant  ; hut  the  speech  is 
calciilateci  lor  the  region  in  wliich  it  is  to 
act,  tor  a people  whose  leading  trait  of 
character  is  loyalry  and  implicit  confi- 
dence in  their  rulers IFhi^.

1'li'e  Crown  Prince  mild- 
ly stated  to  him,  that  the  Camitianding  officer 
in  Fort  Prussia  had  broken  the  truce,  and  fil- 
ed on  his  royal  highness’s  escort,  and  added,  1 
miglit  make  you  all  prisoners  of  war,  were  I 
W comm.and  the  cavalry  to  attack  you,  and  you 
could  not  defend  yourselves,  being  without 
arms.  The  oflicer  made  excuses,  and  express- 
ed his  sorrow  for  the  accident.  .After  his  roy- 
al highness  had  conversed  with  him  a short 
time  he  retired.  'I'he  French  soldiers  express- 
ed their  hearty  wishes  fop  the  restoration  of 
peace,  and  to  see  an  end  put  to  the  calamities 
')f  war. 

“ To  judge  from  the  preparations  of  the  al- 
lies at  Stettin,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the 
fortress  will  be  stormed  on  the  conclusion  of 
the  armistice.  By  the  zeal  and  industry  of 
those  officers  who  have  the  charge  of  supply- 
ing the  army  with  provisions,  it  has  not  as  yet 
suffered  any  deficiency.  The  numbcF  of  sick 
is  very  trifling.” 

From  the  Londmi  Courier,  Auppist  27- 
-lustria  declares  against  France — rupture  of  the 
armistice — renewal  of  hostilities. 

At  length  the  great  question  is  decided — 
The  Armistice  has  been  broken,  am*  hosts 
ties  have  been  renewed  ; renewed  too  with  the 
accession  of  .Austria  to  the  great  cause.  1 his 
most  important  intelligence  was  brought  last 
night  by  two  GottenbuPg  Mails,  and  a Mail 
from  Heligoland.  On  the  10th,  the  six  days 
notice  of  the  renewal  of  hostilities  was  given, 
and  the  determination  of  Austria  was  made 
known. — On  the  13th  the  whole  Austrian  army 
in  Bohemia  was  put  in  motion,  and  the  Aus- 
trian head  quarters  were  removed  to  Rrague. 
Of  the  first  operations  in  Silesia,  or  on  the 
Bohemian  fiontiers,  \ve  have  not  yet  received 
any  details ; hut  we  have  the  French  i.fficial 
account  of  the  first  actions  near  Ilamhnrgli  — 
Davoust,  who,  as  we  said  yesterday,  had  quit- 
ted Hamburgh,  and  taken  a position  at  Bergs- 
dorflr,  broke  up  from  his  Cantonments  on 
the  13th,  and  proceeded  to  attack  the  Prus- 
sians and  Russians  .at  Lauenburg 

They  were  not  in  strong  force,  about  1400 
men;  but  they  had  thrown  up  entrenchments, 
and  had  some  artillery.  The  enemy  stormed 
it  on  the  night  of  the  18th,  and  the  allies  re- 
tired across  the  Slecknitz.  Such  is  tlie  Frencli 
account — their  siicceis  is  probably  exagge- 
• ated  : — but,  even  ifit  be  not,  it  is  not  ol  much 
importance — We  shall  soon  see  in  this  quar 
ter  movements  and  operations  of  more  cmise- 
qiience,  if  Uavoust  remain  on  the  North  of  the 
Elbe.  Meanwhile  the  Crown  Pi  ince  is  draw- 
ing near  the  Elbe.  AVc  have  his  first  Bulletm, 
dated  ft~im  Oranienburg,  on  the  13th,  giving 
an  account  of  the  disposition  of  the  army  un- 
der his  Command — Great  judgment  seems  t 
have  been  evinced  in  the  choice  of  the  posi- 
tions—in  less  than  two  days  8(1,000  men  can 
he  brought  in  line. 

Since  writing  the  above  we  have  received  a 
tiiird  Gottenburg  .Mail,  and  .Mr.  Sylvester  ha.s 
iiTivcd  wiih  important  despatches.

more  than  the  advanced  guard  of  the  present 
forces.  A line  of  posts  along  the  Elbe  has 
been  strongly  fortified,  and  a chain  of  furtifi, 
cations  extends  from  Hamburg  to  A'eiiice.  Hie 
troops  were  rapidly  improving  in  mancciivres 
executed  under  the  supciTniendanceof  the  em. 
peror  in  person.  To  give  an  idea  of  tins  iin. 
mense  army,  it  is  sufficient  to  observe,  that 
the  Imperial  guard  only,  collected  about  tlie 
emperor,  is  composed  of  34  regiments  of  fooK 
of  which  32  are  of  ihre-e  battalions,  each  con- 
sisting of  840  men  strong,  and  that  it.s  re«-i( 
mefits  ot  light  cavalryj  excted  2500  men  cac^h 
Besides  this  mass  of  forties,  the  two  armies

FOUR  of  the  British  squadron  on  Lake 
Ontario,  have  been  captured  by  Com. 
Chauncey.  They  were  intercepted  while 
convoying  troops  from  the  head  of  the 
Lake  to  Kingston.  Two  hundred  and 
eighty-five  German  regulars  were  cap- 
tured, and  ten  officers.  Two  of  the  ves- 
sels were  the  Julia  and  Growler,  formerly 
belonging  to  our  squadron.  The  Lady  of 
the  l.ake  and  Sylph,  [our  fastest  sailing 
vessels]  were  left  in  pursuit  of  another 
vessel  of  the  enemy’s  fleet. 

Gen.  Wilkinson,  with  4500  troops, 
had  embarked  from  Fort  George,  under 
convoy  of  Com.  Chauncey,  and  arrived  at 
Sackett's  Harbour.  An  immediate  at- 
tack on  Kingston  was  expected. 

The  naval  action  on  the  28ih  was  but 
partial.

I.et  Kentucki- 
ans exult!  le-t  the  wtiole  western  people  re- 
joice— for  never  were  their  affairs  mqre  pros- 
perous ! 

Ill  Itpper  Canada  the  death  warrant  of  wes- 
tern prosperity  was  written  more  than  a qiiar- 
■ter  of  a century  ago — and  lias  been  in  a con- 
stant  state  of  execution  ever  since.  It  was  the 
Jlriiish  irwernment  in  I tpper  Canada  that  atm- 
eil  the  Indians  to  defeat  Harmer  and  St  Clair. 
It  ns  the  liritish  government  in  Upper  Cana- 
da that  supplied  the  Indians  who  fouglil  General 
AVayne  in  1794,  with  tomahawks,  rifles,  scalp- 
ing knives,  powder,  .and  with  provisions. 

It  was  the  British  government  in  Upper  Ca- 
siaila  tliat  furnished  the  Indians  with  the  ac- 
coutrements of  war  to  murder  our  Daviess  and 
our  Owen,  and  many  other  of  our  friends  and 
ctlow-c'.lizens  at ’i’ippecanoe.  And  all  these 
infernal  acts  took  place  whilst  the  British  go- 
vernment were  professing  the  most  profound 
friendship  to  tills  country. 

Thanks  to  the  Almighty,  we  have  at  length 
d-strot'ed  the  cause  of  war  to  the  west  and  north- 
west. The  possession  of  tlanada  is  a sure  guar- 
antee to  the  safe  y ot  onr  fiontier  settlements 
One  of  the  principal  causes  of  the  war  with 
England  is  settled  forever.  So  long  as  we  hold 
Canada  we  are  safe.

Extract  of  a letter  from  Col.  Geo.  Tbotteb, 

“ Camp  on  Battle  Ground,  near  the 

Moravian  I'owns,  October  6. 

« We  are  compelled  to  remain  here 
to-day  to  collect  the  vast  quantities  mili- 
tary stores  tiie  British  had  in  their  fliglii 
abandoned,  fi-oni  30  to  50  miles  back. 
Rafts  are  constructing  to  transport  them 
to  our  boats  and  shipping  about  30  miles 
back.  The  result  of  the  battle  is,  inclu- 
ding a few  British  soldiers  captured  in 
their  barges  before  the  battle,  near  600 
■egulars  and  24  officers.  Elliott,  Tcctim- 
scli  and  Proctor  fled  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  action 

“ We  have  lost  13  killed  and  25  wound- 
ed. The  British  lost  12  or  15  killed,  and 
at  least  60  Indians.  Two  companies  ol 
Johnson’s  regiment  charged  in  column 
through  the  British  lines,  and  the  e.ic- 
my  liearing  my  brigade  advancing  thro’ 
the  bushes,  surrendered — making  but  a 
sliatncful  fight.

Two  young  gentlemen  passed  here  yes- 
terday from  the  south,  who  bring  ac- 
counts of  a very  stubborn  battle  having 
been  fought  between  the  lo*er  Creeks 
and  the  Georgians,  at  the  Cuttawa  town. 
The  loss  was  very  great  on  both  sides — 
but  the  whites  maintained  the  ground. 

Another  young  gentleman  arrived  in 
town  yesterday  from  the  same  direction, 
who  informs  us  of  the  arrival  at  home  of 
one  of  the  old  cliiefs  of  the  Upper  Creeks, 
very  badly  wounded  with  a stone  arrow 
point,  in  the  arm,  which  was  near  morti- 
fying. It  has  been  exti-acted  and  the  old 
man  likely  to  do  well. 

St  Francisville,  Oct.  7. 

Gen  Toledo  lelt  this  place  on  Tuesday 
evening  last,  for  the  interior  of  the  United 
States.  He  contemplates  passing  thro’ 
West  Tennessee  Sc  Kentucky,  in  which 
states  he  will  probably  spend  some 
weeks.  During  the  short  stay  the  gene- 
ral made  in  this  village,  he  won  the  good 
opinion  of  all  who  became  acquainted  with 
him,  and  there  best  wishes  will  attend 
him,  wherever  he  may  go.

zens of  the  territory  are  restored  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  which  they  enjoyed  pre- 
vious to  the  capitulation  made  by  Gen.  Hull 
on  the  16lli  of  August,  1812.
